Applicant submits hydrant permit 
application via online submittal link1,2

DWSD reviews hydrant 
use permit application

Invoice sent to Applicant 
for hydrant use fees

Applicant pays fees and 
submits receipt to DWSD

The Maintenance and Repair 
Department  coordinates with the  
Applicant to install a meter on the 

hydrant
